THE {jQUATTINQ INTERESTS. 
Wx alluded on Tuesday to Ihe miserable 
apology for report] uf the debates on the 
Waste Lands' Act, which appeared in tht 
London journal*, and which were not only 
meagre but obvinualy incorrect in atveral 
important particulars. -Suite then wt 
have seen private letters from which we 
gather further particulars. The "modi - 
licationi" referred to by Hr. G. W. Hurx 
were to enfranchise the aijiialterf, and to 
give ihe patient occupien leaees. Theae 
point* were presaed on the Uinittry by 
Mr, Faaifcts Scott and other friends of 
lhe culony, and would probably have been 
carried had it not been for the influence 
of lhe Australian Agrirnllural, the New 
Zealand, and Ihe South Australian Com- 
panies, all of whom look upon any system 
of leasing aa fatal to Ibtit yiaiunary 
ccheinea of obtaining one pound an acre 
for their immense tract* of country. Mr. 
Scutt'j exertiona, howem, were lhe 
means of having alt the clause* relating to 
New South Wale* postponed, and the 
emasculated bill now relates only to tht 
unhappy colony of Van Diemen't Land, 
which hating no U it mis in Kn gland, must 
■ ubmit. To Mr. Scott, then, it would 
np}*ear tht colonists are indebted for a 
delay which will enable them to make 
further representations to England. We 
cannot avoid obseiiiiig, biiwever, that 
neither in the printed r*|aort* nor in tba 
private letter is the abominable arses* - 
tnent clause which would rriultr the Ex- 
ecutive totally independent of the Legia- 
laliire at all noticed,

—to provide that a return passage be 
refuted altogether to thoae who have 
not errved or resided in the colony 
for the period for which they engaged, or 
any pari thereof." Then follow recom- 
mendations of regulations equally strin- 
gent upon the employe™, for lhe protec- 
tion of the Coolie labourers - but the
